Annual  Report  of 
Medical  Officer  of  Health 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1964. 

T o  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Rural  District  of  South  East 
Derbyshire. 

It  is  my  privilege  and  honour  to  present  this  my  eleventh  Report. 

During  the  year  a  salutary  warning  was  received  by  the  com¬ 
munity,  that  Infectious  Diseases,  even  in  the  20th  Century,  still  make 
their  impact  on  a  modern  society,  with  the  appearance  of  a  typhoid 
epidemic  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Although  this  outbreak  featured 
Aberdeen,  the  consequences  were  felt  throughout  the  country.  Public 
Health  Staff  were  requested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  to  remove 
from  the  hands  of  retailers  certain  brands  of  tinned  corned-beef, 
which  had  been  processed  in  establishments  in  Argentina  whose 
chlorine  plants  either  were  not  in  use,  or  were  not  installed  prior  to 
the  canning  of  this  particular  consignment  of  meat. 

"This  epidemiological  lesson  served  to  emphasize  anew,  the 
principles  of  clean  food  hygiene  ;  in  which  all  individuals  in  the  food 
industry,  whether  in  preparation,  processing,  wholesaling  or  retailing, 
have  an  important  part  to  play. 

Later  in  the  year,  a  Day  Nur§ery  had  to  be  closed  due  to  a 
dysentery  outbreak.  This  Nursery  was  situated  in  an  adjacent  town 
and  some  of  the  individuals  concerned  resided  in  this  district.  One 
family  in  particular,  did  not  appear  to  appreciate  the  essentials  and 
importance  of  clean  personal  hygiene  coupled  with  the  appropriate 
treatment  from  their  own  Family  Doctor. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  gallant  work  carried  out  by  the 
staff  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Osmaston  Road,  Derby,  since 
the  clientele  of  the  Day  Nursery  had  to  be  checked  and  cleared  before 
being  permitted  to  return. 

Every  member  of  a  family  is  at  risk  in  the  circumstances  men¬ 
tioned  above  and  it  is  essential  that  every  person  play  his  or  her  part 
in  controlling  such  outbreaks,  otherwise  the  disease  smou’ders  on  to 
reinfect  other  innocent  victims. 
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Dysentery  cases  were  also  notified  from  a  Maternity  Home  and 
Mental  Hospital-  My  thanks  go  to  the  General  Practitioners  for 
their  assistance  and  help  and  also  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
under  Dr.  Iredale,  for  the  zealous  work  carried  out  there. 

During  the  year,  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  totalled  972 
compared  with  2,322  in  the  previous  year.  This  great  decrease  was 
due,  in  the  main,  to  the  fact  that  measles  notifications  dropped  from 
2,151  to  739.  Unfortunately,  one  death  from  measles  occurred  in  a 
young  child.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  new  measles  vaccine,  at 
present  under  investigation  by  the  Medical  Research  Council,  will 
prove  effective  as  well  as  safe.  Notifiable  diseases  to  show  an  increase 
were  Scarlet  Fever  from'  49  to  54  ;  Whooping  Cough  from  27  to  100  : 
and  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  from  20  to  26. 

A  landmark  was  reached  in  1964,  with  the  District’s  lowest  ever 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  being  attained.  This  was  10.4  compared  with 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  20.0.  Our  previous  lowest  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  was  in  1960,  when  it  was  12.2  compared  with  a 
National  Rate  of  21.0.  The  five  year  average  1960-64  was  also  very 
revealing,  the  District  average  being  14-9,  which  is  indeed  excellent, 
compared  with  the  National  average  of  21.2. 

The  District  received  visits  from  the  Mobile  Mass  Radiography 
Unit,  under  the  Medical  Director >  Dr.  W.  Guthrie,  to  C'haddesden, 
Melbourne  and  Spondon.  My  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Guthrie  for  the 
reports  on  these  visits,  which  are  included  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  thank  all  Headteachers  and  their  staff 
for  their  grand  co-operation  in  connection  with  the  B.C.G.  Vaccin¬ 
ation  Scheme,  which  is  available  to  all  pupils  in  Senior  Schools,  aged 
13  years  and  over.  This  vaccination  confers  a  resistance  to  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  which  lasts  ten  years — as  is  shown  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council’s  Survey.

Housing-  also  has  a  part  to  play  in  the  fight  against  Tuberculosis, 
and  the  Council  plays  its  part  in  this  respect  by  the  provision  of 
Council  Houses  and  Dwellings.  Private  development  also  has  a  part 
to  play  in  raising  housing  standards  whether  by  new  development,  or 
by  utilizing  Improvement  Grants  for  amenities  such  as  hot  water 
supply  ;  bathrooms  ;  WC  accommodation  ;  kitchen  and  food  storage 
facilities.  The  amounts  advanced  up  to  31st  March,  1965  in  connec- 
ion  with  Improvement  Grants  and  House  P'urchase  Loans,  since  the 
coming  into  force  of  the  Act,  were  £68,203  and  £313,067  respectively. 


Much  publicity  regarding  the  availability  of  Improvement  Grants, 
has  been  undertaken  by  this  Council  and  in  particular  by  the  Surveyor 
and  his  staff,  to  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  residents  in  this  district. 
The  highlight  of  this  was  an  Improvement  Grants  Publicity  Campaign 
carried  out  in  the  parish  of  Sandiacre. 

The  confidence  of  the  public  in  this  Authority  is  best  exemplified 
by  the  amount  of  money  they  have  invested  into  it,  which  totals  some 
£2,429,105  up  to  the  31st  March,  1965. 

The  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  Programme  has  continued  to 
proceed  satisfactorily.  Clearance  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of 
58  houses,  18  individual  houses  were  also  dealt  with.  Of  the  original 
801  houses  to  be  dealt  with  in  ten  years,  action  has  been  taken  in 
respect  of  723  houses  in  the  programme.  Also  330  other  unfit  houses 
which  were  not  in  the  programme  have  been  dealt  with,  making  a  total 
of  1,053  unfit  houses  for  which  action  has  been  taken  up  to  31st 
December,  1964. 


For  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1965,  75  Council  Dwellings  had 
been  erected  and  some  557  by  Private  Enterprise.  Councillor  W.  E. 
Hart,  Chairman  of  the  Housing  Committee,  laid  the  foundation  stone 
for  “Hart  Lea’’  at  Sandiacre,  a  Group  Scheme  for  the  Elderly  which 
includes  electrical  underfloor  heating,  also  common  room  and  laundrv 
facilities  for  the  use  of  the  residents.  This  scheme  is  part  of  the 
Counciks  redevelopment  of  the  West  side  of  Town  Street  and  includes 
thirteen  flatlets  for  single  people,  thirteen  for  two  persons  and  a  flat 
for  a  Warden. 


In  addition,  four  other  Group  Schemes  for  the  Elderly  were  in 
course  of  construction,  at  Spondon,  Weston-on-Trent,  Breaston  and 
Alvaston.  These  are  also'  to  be  Warden  Schemes  and  will  be  centrallv 
heated  by  gas.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  all  Council  development 
includes  some  sort  of  central  heating,  whether  by  gas,  electricity  or 
back-boiler  and  radiators. 
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Below  is  given  a  list  of  Group  Schemes  for  the  Elderly,  with  the 
Warden  concerned.  The  work  of  these  Wardens  is  greatly  appreciated 
by  ail  Members  of  the  Council  and  the  staff  of  this  Authority,  besides 
the  old  people  directly  concerned.

All  Schemes  have  installed  a  Call  Bell  System,  so  that  the  resi¬ 
dents  can  inform  the  Warden  when  an  emergency  arises  or  they  are 
in  need  of  help.  However,  at  Borrowash,  “Hart  Lea”  Sandiacre,  and 
Craddock  Avenue,  Spondon,  a  Call  System  is  used  enabling  the 
Warden  to-  talk  direct  to  any  member  of  the  bungalows  under  her 
care,  and  vice-versa.  This  has  proved  a  great  advance  over  the  Call 
Bell  System,  and  the  Council  are  well  pleased  with  its  efficiency.  This 
is  a  Call  System;  made  by  Smith’s  of  Doncaster. 

The  advent  of  the  East  Midlands  Air  Port  at  Castle  Donington, 
brings  Continental  Holidays  much  nearer  to  Midlanders  contem¬ 
plating  vacations  to  Spain,  Italy  and  the  Mediterranean,  etc.  They 
would  be  wise  to  have  a  current  or  valid  Vaccination  Certificate 
against  Smallpox  and  also  receive  immunisation  against  such  enteric 
diseases  as  Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid.  In  some  of  the  Mediterranean 
countries,  water  supplies,  sanitation  and  sewerage,  must  be  regarded 
as  suspect. 

We  are  indeed  blessed  in  this  Authority  in  having  a  safe  water 
supply,  which  in  the  case  of  this  District  is  supplied  by  the  South 
Derbyshire  Water  Board.  My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  I.  G.  Edwards, 
Engineer  and  General  Manager  of  this  Board,  for  kindly  submitting 
a  report  on  the  Water  Board’s  undertakings. 

During  the  year,  the  Surveyor  and  Engineer,  Mr.  T.  Kay, 
m.b.e.,a.m.i.c.e.,M.i.mun.e.,  submitted  to  the  Public  Works  Committee 
a  plan  of  a  combined  Sewage  Disposal  and  Refuse  Composting 
Plant,  for  a  population  of  60,000  people.  This  project  has  been 
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submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  their  approval.  The  proposal,  which  has 
received  outline  planning  approval  after  being  publicly  advertised, 
is  to  build  a  new  sewage  works  on  a  site  off  Nooning  Lane,  Draycott, 
to  deal  initially  with  a  population  of  7,800,  but  capable  of  subsequent 
extension  to  a  capacity  of  10,000  persons.  On  the  same  site  will  be 
built  a  refuse  composting  plant  capable  of  dealing  with  a  population 
of  45,000  to  60,000,  depending  on  the  period  allowed  for  fermentation. 
The  two  installations  will  be  combined,  in  that  the  sludge  from  the 
sewage  plant  will  provide  the  moisture  necessary  to  support  the  fer¬ 
mentation  process  by  which  the  putrescible  part  of  the  refuse  will  be 
broken  down.  The  combined  installation  will  also  be  served  by  a 
common  administration  block  which  will  contain  the  office,  weigh 
office,  laboratory,  mess-room  and  ablutions. 

Utilization  of  sewage  and  refuse  to  produce  compost  suitable  for 
use  by  agriculture  and  horticulture,  is  no  new  concept  and  has  been 
in  use  on  the  Continent  for  some  considerable  period.  Several  pro¬ 
gressive  Authorities  have  such  plants  in  use  in  Great  Britain  today. 

During  the  year  much  has  been  done  to  improve  the  sewage  and 
drainage  facilities  in  the  area.  The  Chaddesden  resewering  scheme 
is  nearing  completion,  and  tenders  have  been  invited  for  the  connec¬ 
tion  of  the  Spondon  sewage  to  the  Derby  Corporation  Sewage  Disposal 
Works.  The  Scheme  for  sewering  the  Almshouses  Lane^  Morley  area, 
is  also  nearing  completion. 

During  the  year  an  Inquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government,  into  the  proposed  extension  of  the  Little  Eaton 
Works  and  the  sewering  of  Moor  Lane,  Little  Eaton.  It  is  expected 
that  the  Shardlow  Surface  Water  Drainage  Scheme  will  be  started  in 
the  very  near  future. 

John  Dossor  and  Associates  have  prepared  a  Scheme  for  the 
extension  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Shardlow,  and  for  increased 
capacity  of  the  pumps  at  Aston-on-Trent  Pumping  Station.  Sir 
Herbert  Humphries  and  McDonald  have  in  hand  a  scheme  for  Little- 
over,  Sinfln  Moor  and  Chellaston. 

A  scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  laying  a  new 
trunk  sewer  approximately  6  miles  long  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
District.  This  will  convey  sewage  to  Ilkeston  for  treatment  and  will 
lead  to  the  abandonment  of  four  small  disposal  works  situated  at 
Morley,  Stanley  Common,  Smalley  Common  and  Stanley  Village. 

Construction  of  a  new  Council  Depot  at  Spondon  was  completed 
during  the  year,  at  a  cost  of  approximately  £80,000.  This  provides 
accommodation  for  the  Housing  and  Maintenance  Departments  and 
their  staff.  It  also  houses  the  Vehicle  Maintenance  and  Repair  Depart¬ 
ment  for  all  refuse  and  Public  Health  Vehicles,  etc.,  including  garage 
accommodation. 

During  the  year,  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act, 
was  passed  by  Parliament.  This  will  involve  all  Authorities  including 
ours,  in  numerous  inspections  and  Registration  of  the  premises 
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concerned.  The  Act  deals  with  the  welfare,  safety  and  health  of  all 
workers  in  such  premises. 

Various  Health  Campaigns  were  carried  out  in  the  year,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Parish  Councils,  Senior  Schools,  Libraries,  County 
Clinics  and  General  Practitioners  in  the  District. 

These  Campaigns  covered  the  following  subjects: — - 

(a)  Smoking  of  Cigarettes  and  Cancer  of  the  Lung. 

( b )  Personal  Hygiene. 

With  regard  to  these,  films  were  made  available  to  all  Senior 
Schools  and  a  good  response  was  forthcoming.  Talks  were  given  in 
relation  to  Cancer  of  the  Lungs  and  use  was  made  of  an  official 
Ministry  of  Health  Film  on  Smoking  and  Cancer.  Senior  Schools  were 
also  visited  by  a  Mobile  Anti  Smoking  Team,  composed  of  University 
Undergraduates  operating  under  the  aegis  of  the  Central  Council  for 
Health  Education. 

In  addition,  a  Ministry  of  Health  film  entitled  “The  Smoking 
Machine”,  was  made  available  to  all  Junior  Schools  in  the  District, 
the  response  being  excellent.  The  interest  shown  by  these  youngsters 
and  the  numerous  questions  asked  by  them,  showed  that  they  were 
anxious  to  know  all  the  facts. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  J.  M.  D.  Corrigan,  the  County  Senior 
School  Medical  Officer,  and  Miss  Flay  for  their  assistance  in  these 
matters. 

Details  relating  to  other  matters  of  health,  vital  statistics,  water, 
housing  and  sanitation  of  the  District,  are  set  out  in  the  bcdy  of  the 
Report. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
appreciation  to  Dr.  J.  B.  S.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  personally,  for  his  assistance  and  that  of  his  staff  throughout 
the  year. 

My  thanks  go  to  the  Housing  Manager,  Mr.  T.  N.  Fiske  and 
his  staff  for  their  valuable  help  during  the  year.  Also  to  Miss 
P.  Brooks,  S.R.N.,S.C'.M.,H.V.,  the  Housing  Welfare  Officer,  for  her 
valiant  work  during  the  year. 

My  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  G.  L.  Roe,  has  once 
more  been  a  tower  of  strengh.  To  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and 
the  clerical  staff,  I  extend  m'y  thanks  for  their  loyal  and  efficient  work 
throughout  the  year. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  thank  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  M.  C. 
Jefferies,  and  his  Deputy,  Mr.  I.  B.  Davies,  and  also  Mr.  C. 
Beardmore,  our  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  T.  Kay,  our  Engineer  and  Sur¬ 
veyor,  for  their  assistance  during  the  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  Sir,,  and  your  fellow  members  of  the  Council 
for  the  support  and  encouragement  which  you  have  accorded  me.

Smoking  is  an  old  established  custom,  and  today  nearly  twelve 
million  men  and  over  six  million  women  in  Britain  are  fairly  heavy 
smokers.  In  1952  an  enquiry  was  held  to  find  out  the  relationship 
between  smoking  and  lung  cancer. 

The  scientific  results  of  this  enquiry  were  interesting  :  - 
Among  non-smokers,  one  death  in  every  300  was  due  to  lung  cancer. 
Whereas  in  those  who  smoked  ten  cigarettes  a  day,  lung  cancer 
accounted  for  one  death  in  every  twenty-five.  In  people  who  smoked 
twenty  cigarettes  a  day,  one  in  every  eight  was  due  to  lung  cancer. 

Nor  is  lung  cancer,  harmful  though  it  is,  the  only  bad  result  of 
smoking.  Bronchitis  is  aggravated  by  smoking  ;  smoking  depresses 
the  appetite,  and  can  also  affect  the  heart,  the  arteries  and  the  stomach. 
Taking  everything  into  consideration,  it  can  be  said  that  the  greatest 
step  we  could  take  in  making  lung  cancer  less  common  would  be  to 
teach  young  people  not  to  smoke.” 

Over  the  same  period  in  the  area  covered  by  South-East  Derby¬ 
shire,  deaths  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  have  fallen  from  19 — 2 
whilst  Carcinoma  of  the  Lung  has  increased  from  18-47,  and  deaths 
from  other  Carcinoma  from  87-130. 

It  should  be  noted  that  Lung  Cancer  deaths  increased  from  41-47 
in  the  years  1963-64,  but  deaths  due  to  other  carcinoma  decreased 
from  135-130,  over  the  same  period.

If  allowance  is  made  for  population,  the  increase  over  the  last  ten 
years  in  deaths  from  Carcinoma  of  the  Lung,  is  100  per  cent.,  whilst 
that  from  other  Carcinoma  is  6  per  cent. 

It  might  well  be  asked  what  is  being  done  about  this  Ptibbc 
Health  problem,  which  in  future  years  will  assume  greater  importance 
than  at  present,  if  the  present  trend  continues.  All  Authorities  have 
a  duty  with  regard  to  Public  Health  propaganda  and  Health  Educa¬ 
tion,  and  in  this  district  talks  have  been  given  to  children  in  Second¬ 
ary  Schools  on  the  danger  of  smoking,  particularly  cigarettes,  and 
also  to  Voluntary  Bodies.  These  talks  have  been  given  with  and 
without  the  aid  of  films  and  film-strips  which  are  available  on  the 
subject.  The  films  include  those  now  made  available  by  the  Central 
Office  of  Information,  which  are  suitable  not  only  for  senior  schools, 
but  also  includes  one  made  especially  for  junior  and  primary  schools. 
'Phis  particular  film  was  well  received  in  both  senior  and  junior  schools 
in  the  District.  My  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  J.  M.  D.  Corrigan,  the 
Senior  School  Medical  Officer  of  the  County,  for  her  assistance  in 
this  matter. 

No  matter  what  may  be  done  in  schools  it  is  only  tackling  the 
problem  with  regard  to  the  future  generation.  Unfortunately,  it  has 
been  shown  that  the  example  of  parents  with  regard  to  smoking, 
seriously  prejudices  their  children’s  chance  of  not  smoking.  As  might 
be  expected  the  percentage  of  children  who  smoke,  is  highest  where 
both  parents  smoke  and  lowest  where  both  parents  do  not  smoke. 
Example  in  this  matter  having  greater  effect  than  words  alone. 

Some  epidemiologists  regard  this  threat  of  Cancer  of  the  Lungs 
as  the  greatest  Public  Health  Menace  of  our  times,  since,  during  1953 
an  average  of  262  people  died  daily  from  malignant  diseases  and  of 
these,  54  died  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung.  By  comparison,  accidents 
caused  by  motor  vehicles  were  responsible  for  15  deaths  a  day,  and 
Tuberculosis  10  deaths.

Respiratory  Tuberculosis. 

Twenty-six  (20)  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year.  The  proportion  occurring  in  the  15-24  age  group, 
showed  a  gratifying  decrease.  It  is  hoped  that,  with  the  use  of  B.C.G, 
\  accine,  it  will  still  further  reduce  the  percentage  of  cases  in  this  age 
group.  They  are,  in  the  main,  early  cases  and  represent  the  impact 
of  industry  on  the  younger  generation  who  have  left  school. 

B.C.G.  Vaccine  is  now  offered  to  all  pupils  aged  13  years  and 
over  attending  senior  schools  in  the  district. 

For  treatment  to  be  successful  every  effort  must  be  made  to  find 
the  disease  at  the  earliest  possible  stage  and  with  the  present  services 
available,  there  can  be  little  excuse  for  any  adult  not  seeking  the 
advice  of  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician,  Green  Lane  Clinic,  Derby, 
through  the  kind  offices  of  his  or  her  doctor.

'There  is  no  doubt  that  the  provision  of  good  housing,  both 
Council  and  private  development,  has  played  a  very  important  part 
in  the  fight  against  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  the  present  position 
must  be  due  in  some  measure  to  this  factor.  In  addition,  in  recent 
times,  redistribution  of  income  with  the  resultant  raised  standard  of 
living,  increased  amenities,  wider  range  of  foods,  etc.,  will  have  made 
a  contribution. 


Progress  from  now  on  will,  of  necessity,  be  slower,  but  this  should 
be  no  cause  for  despondency  or  complacency,  since  no-one  can  be 
satisfied  until  this  disease  has  been  eradicated  from  the  community.

May,  I96U  “ 

“  On  this  occasion  506  members  of  the  general  public  were 
X-rayed,  which  is  an  improvement  on  1961  when  352  were  X-rayed. 
Twenty-five  per  cent,  of  those  X-rayed  were  X-rayed  lor  the  first 
time. 

The  survey  proved  to  be  well  worthwhile  as  5  observation  cases 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  discovered.  However,  of  these  5 
cases  it  is  unlikely  that  more  than  one  will  be  found  to  be  active.  All 
have  been  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  for  further  investigation.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  2  of  these  cases  had  normal  miniature  films 
previously  which  illustrates  the  value  of  periodic  X-ray  of  the  chest. 

One  female  did  not  return  for  large  film  as  requested.  Her 
miniature  film  suggested  a  small  calcified  inactive  lesion,  so  no  further 
action  was  taken  in  her  case.”

“456  examinees  came  for  X-ray.  This  is  a  disappointing  result 
as  many  more  could  have  been  X-rayed  in  the  time  available.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  has  a  number  of  power 
stations  adjoining  the  River  Trent  ;  three  of  these,  at  Castle  Doning- 
ton,  Spondon  and  Willington,  are  in  close  proximity  to  this  district 
and  a  new  station  under  construction  at  Ratcliffe-on-Soar  is  only  a 
few  miles  away.  In  addition  to  monitoring  stations  operated  by  the 
Board,  the  Council  has  six  pollution  measuring  sites,  the  locations  of 
which  have  been  selected  with  regard  to  the  position  of  the  power

County  Analyst’s  Department  and  the  data  in  the  tables  gives  the 
amount  of  insoluable  matter  collected  in  the  British  Standard  Deposit 
Gauges  expressed  in  milligrames  per  square  metre  per  day  (mg/nvd); 
the  amount  of  rainfall  in  inches;  and  the  mean  rate  of  absorption  of 
sulphur  compounds  by  the  lead  dioxide  instruments.  The  rate  of 
sulphation  of  the  Standard  Lead  Dioxide  Candle  is  expressed  as 
milligrammes  of  Sulphur  Trioxide  per  100  square  centimetres  of  lead 
dioxide  surface  per  day.  (mg.  S03/100cm2  PbCLd.).  Corrected  to 
Batch  “A”  lead  dioxide. 


This  does  not  imply  that  the  sulphur  absorbed  by  the  dioxide  was 
in  the  form  of  Sulphur  Trioxide  in  the  air  ;  it  is  merely  the  Analyst’s 
method  of  recording  amounts  of  Sulphate  in  the  exposed  candle.

Miss  P.  Brooks,  s.r.n.,s.c.m.,h.v.,  is  the  Housing  Welfare  Officer 
of  this  Authority.  Her  work  deals  directly  with  the  tenants  on  the 
Council's  housing  estates.  The  total  number  of  houses  on  the 
Authority’s  estates  is  recorded  elsewhere. 

Among  her  duties  are  the  following  : 1 — 

(a)  To  help  and  assist  by  practical  instruction  and  advise  families 
causing  concern  to  this  Authority,  because  of  their  inability  to 
cope  with  the  ordinary  day-to-day  problems.  These  families 
may  have  been  brought  to  notice  because  of  lack  of  care  of 
house,  property  and  garden,  or  differences  with  neighbours  or 
neglected  state  of  children  ;  poor  rent  records,  or  other  family 
problems  such  as  ill-health,  etc. 

(b)  To  watch  over  the  interests  and  visit  old  people  occupying 
Council  houses. 

(c)  To  investigate  neighours’  disputes  and  quarrels  and  ether 
troubles  between  tenants,  with  a  view  to  a  satisfactory  solution 
on  the  spot. 

(d)  To  assist  the  Housing  Manager  in  the  work  of  the  Housing 
Department. 

(e)  To  visit  and  inspect  houses  which  are  the  subject  of  a  pro¬ 
posed  exchange  between  the  tenants.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  I.  G.  Edwards,  Engineer  and  General 

Manager  of  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board,  for  the  following 

Report  on  the  Water  Supply  :  — - 

(a)  The  water  supplied  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity  and 
generally  satisfactory  in  quality. 

(b)  Regular  examination  has  been  made  both  of  raw  and  treated 
waters.  A  total  of  77  bacteriological,  8  chemical  and  67  partial 
chemical  samples  were  taken  from  consumers’  premises  during 
the  year  and  of  the  77  bacteriological  samples  2  showed  coliforms. 
Remedial  action  was  taken  and  further  check  samples  were  also 
taken  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  supply  to  the  area  generally  is  derived  from  local  infiltration 
tunnels  and  the  River  Derwent  at  Little  Eaton,  together  with  a 
bulk  treated  water  supply  received  from  the  Derwent  Valley 
Water  Board.  Consumers  in  the  Melbourne  area  receive  a  water 
consisting  of  well  water  from  the  Stanton-by-Bridge  Works 
blended  with  Derwent  Valley  Water.  Water  is  also  abstracted 
from  a  borehole  at  Coxbench  and  is  mixed  with  Little  Eaton 
water,  together  with  some  Derwent  Valley  Water.  The  bulk  of 
this  serves  consumers  at  Ilkeston,  although  consumers  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  rural  district  will  also  receive  the  same 
water. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  is  0.15  p.p.m.; 
the  Little  Eaton  treated  Water  varies  between  0.4  p.p.m.  and  0.75 
p.p.m.  ;  the  Stanton-by-Bridge  Water  is  0.12  p.p.pm.  and  the 
Coxbench  Borehole  Water  is  0.19  p.p.m. 

(c)  None  of  the  water  supplied  to  the  consumers  is  liable  to  plumbo- 
solvent  action. 


(d)  All  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into  supply.

Direct  labour  collection  and  disposal  continued  in  operation 
throughout  the  whole  District  during  the  year. 

Two  S.D.  50  cu.  yds.  Pakamatic  vehicles  and  one  S.D.  25  cu- 
yds.  Fore  &  Aft  tipping  vehicle  with  power  press  were  acquired 
during  1964.  At  the  end  of  the  year  two  further  Pakamatic  vehicles 
were  on  order  as  part  of  the  plan  to  replace  two  vehicles  each  year. 

The  v;ages  of  personnel  increased  by  7/-  per  week  in  September 
(the  second  instalment  of  the  three  year  “package  settlement”)  and  a 
further  7/-  increase  per  week  commenced  in  April  for  all  employees 
having  at  least  five  years’  service.  In  addition,  holiday  entitlement 
has  been  increased  to  2/  wreeks  per  year  for  all  employees  with  at 
least  five  years’  service  and  3  weeks  for  those  having  twelve  years’ 
service.  The  bonus  scheme  for  refuse  collection  and  disposal  personnel 
continued  throughout  the  year. 

Controlled  tipping  was  continued  on  the  sites  at  Chellaston  and 
Brackley  Gate,  Morley.  In  December  the  site  at  Stanton  Road. 
Sandiacre  was  brought  into  use.  Regrading  of  site  surfaces  at  Alms¬ 
houses  Lane,  Morley,  and  The  Flourish  Dale  Abbey,  was  undertaken 
during  the  year  and  restoration  measures  wrere  in  progress.  Each  of 
the  three  sites  now  has  a  Fordson  tractor  w7ith  bull  dozing  equipment 
and  the  International  BTD  6  Caterpillar  tractor  with  Drott  equip¬ 
ment  is  used  on  the  various  sites  as  required.  It  has  been  decided 
to  retain  one  of  the  Fordscn  tractors  for  a  further  year  after  normal 
replacement  date  so  as  to  ensure  that  one  spare  tractor  is  always  on 
call. 

P'rcceedinps  w7ere  taken  against  an  individual  caught  sorting  over 
rubbish  at  Chellaston  tip  and  a  fine  of  10/-  was  imposed. 

A  notable  development  wras  the  setting  up  of  a  Joint  Works 
Committee  which  held  its  first  meeting  in  December.  The  objects  of 
the  Committee  as  set  out  in  the  constitution  are  as  follows  :  * — 

(a)  To  consider  matters  of  joint  concern  and  to  the  advantage  of 
the  Departments  as  a  whole. 

(b)  To  provide  a  means  of  joint  consultation  on  all  matters  which 
affect  the  efficiency  of  the  Department. 
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(<:)  To  prevent  misunderstanding  and  unnecessary  friction. 

(d)  To  enforce  the  conditions  of  the  appropriate  Local  Authorities 
Agreements. 

(e)  To  consider  safety  and  safe  means  of  working. 

(/’  Recruitment  and  staffing. 

(g)  To  consider  general  welfare  (i.e.  First  Aid,  toilets,  provision 
for  meals  and  washing,  etc.). 

(. h )  To  agree  holiday  arrangements. 

(z)  To  consider  periodic  revision  of  working  hours. 

In  addition,  the  Council  decided  that  membership  of  an  appro¬ 
priate  trade  union  should  become  a  condition  of  employment. 

In  April,  the  new  garage  and  depot  at  Spondon  was  virtually 
completed  and  it  then  became  possible  to  release  the  new  paper  baling 
shed  for  its  proper  purpose.  For  the  first  time  in  the  Council’s  history, 
garage  accommodation  for  all  motor  vehicles  and  satisfactory  facilities 
for'  carrying  out  repairs  became  available.  The  garage  staff  and  other 
personnel  using  the  premises  are  appreciative  of  the  working  con¬ 
ditions,  which  in  addition  to  garage  and  repair  accommodation, 
provide  facilities  for  vehicle  washing  and  lubrication,  together  with 
shower  baths,  clothes  rooms  and  canteen  for  personnel. 

The  cleaning  of  bus  shelters  and  litter  bins  continued  throughout 
the  year,  and  an  extension  of  street  sweeping  by  employment  of 
further  part-time  personnel  was  in  operation.  Substantial  quantities 
of  rubbish  of  all  kinds  were  collected  from  grass  verges  and  roadside 
ditches  ;  there  is  really  no  need  for  persons  to  use  such  locations 
for  disposing  of  unwanted  articles,  as  a  special  collection  is  in 
operation  throughout  the  district  and  similar  arrangements  are 
operated  by  at  least  one  neighbouring  authority. 

Preparation  of  the  scheme  for  erecting  a  composting  plant  on  the 
same  site  as  a  proposed  new  sewage  works  between  Borrowash  and 
Draycott  proceeded  and  particulars  were  lodged  with  the  Ministry 
early  in  1965.  It  is  vitally  important  that  an  early  decision  be 
obtained  on  the  composting  scheme  as  there  is  a  possibility  that 
tipping  space  will  be  exhausted  before  the  new  plant  comes  into 
operation. 


Salvage. 

During  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1965,  income  from  salvage 
amounted  to  £5,978  and  expenditure  was  £666.  The  following 
material  was  disposed  of  during  the  period  :

The  sale  of  waste  paper  to  Messrs.  Thames  Board  Mills  Ltd. 
continued  and  restrictions  on  the  supply  of  waste  paper  were  relaxed 
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during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  In  addition,  the  payment  of  a 
premium  for  bales  weighing  not  less  than  4  cwts.  was  introduced  in 
the  middle  of  the  year. 

With  the  completion  of  the  new  garage  and  repair  depot  at 
Spondon  the  baling  shed,  which  had  been  used  temporarily  for  motor 
vehicle  repairs,  was  released  for  waste  paper  sorting  and  baling.  One 
Crawford  baling  press  by  Brierley  &  Kershaw  Ltd.  was  re-installed 
after  removal  from  the  old  premises  at  Dale  Abbey  and  a  second 
similar  press  was  also1  installed.  The  machines  are  well  capable  of 
making  bales  in  excess  of  4  cwts.  for  all  grades  of  waste  paper  except 
cardboard. 

The  general  salvage  bonus  scheme  was  continued  during  the 
year.  Maximum  individual  bonus  payments  amounted  to  £3/  17s./ Id. 
tor  the  quarter  ended  June  and  £4/9s./lld.  for  the  September 
quarter.  Commencing  in  October,  the  bonus  w7as  paid  at  monthly 
intervals  and  between  October  and  March  1965,  individual  bonus 
payments  varied  from  £l/6s./0d.  to  £2/2s./10d.  The  special  bonus 
paid  to  employees  in  the  refuse  disposal  section  for  the  recovery  of 
tins  amounted  to  £125/1 6s./9d.  for  the  year. 

Fuel  Supplies. 

During  the  year  permanent  fuel  storage  installation  at  the  new 
garage  and  depot  at  Spondon  came  into  use  and  former  temporary 
storage  at  Spondon  and  the  installation  at  Chaddesden  were  taken  out 
of  service.

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Noise  Abatement  Act. 

Numerous  complaints  were  investigated  during  the  year  and  three 
of  these  merit  special  mention. 

One  related  to  the  noise  from  cars  used  by  persons  visiting  a 
house  at  Littleover  late  at  night  and  in  the  early  morning.  It  was  felt 
that  this  was  a  case  calling  for  private  action  rather  than  statutory 
action  on  the  part  of  the  local  authority.  From  time  to  time  complaints 
are  received  concerning  the  noise  from  a  factory  at  Littleover  ;  inves¬ 
tigations  showed  that  this  was  due  to  the  operation  of  an  air  com- 
piessor  and  die  casting  machinery.  This  complaint  is  causing  some 
difficulty  but  a  partial  remedy  so  far  as  concerns  the  air  compressor 
was  effected  after  the  end  of  the  year.  The  third  complaint  related 
to  noise  from  factory  premises  at  Melbourne.  In  this  case  there  has 
been  protracted  negotiations  with  the  firm,  but  a  lasting  remedy  had 
not  been  obtained  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  completion  of  sewerage  schemes  at  Chaddesden  and  the 
Morley  Moor  area  of  the  parishes  of  Breadsall  and  Morley  will  enable 
a  few  of  the  remaining  small  number  of  pail  closets  to  be  converted. 
The  remaining  pail  closets  are  either  situated  in  unsewered  areas  or 
are  concerned  with  premises  which  are  to  be  dealt  with  under  the 
Housing  Act. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  owner  of  land  at  Aston  - 
on-Trent  which  was  being  used  by  unauthorised  caravans  ;  a  fine  of 
£5.  was  imposed  by  the  magistrates. 

Public  Conveniences. 

12  conveniences  were  in  use  throughout  the  year  including  the 
two  new  ones  situated  at  Breadsall  and  Spondon.  The  new  design 
has  eliminated  most  of  the  damage  to  the  sanitary  fittings  and  plumb¬ 
ing,  and  also  elimiated  burst  pipes  during  the  winter  of  1964/65. 
There  was,  however,  a  certain  amount  of  damage  to  paper  holders  and 
external  lighting  fittings. 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951. 

Three  premises  in  the  District  are  registered  under  the  Act  and 
two  firms  are  licensed  to  store  rag  flock. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

All  premises  considered  likely  to  come  within  the  province  of  the 
Act  were  visited  and  registration  was  virtually  complete  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Notification  of  Accidents.  During  the  year  9  accidents  were 
notified,  all  non-fatal,  involving  3  boys,  5  men  and  one  woman. 
6  accidents  occurred  in  shops,  2  in  catering  establishments  open  to  the 
public,  and  one  in  a  warehouse. 
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4  were  caused  by  using  hand  tools,  2  by  falling  off  stationary 
delivery  vehicles,  one  by  handling  goods  on  a  step-ladder,  one  by 
striking  an  object  whilst  bending  down  to  pick  up  goods,  and  one  by 
slipping  whilst  carrying  goods.

Food  &  Drugs  Act,  1955. 

In  addition  to  routine  inspections  of  food  premises  of  all  kinds, 
14  complaints  were  specially  investigated.  In  three  cases  legal  pro¬ 
ceedings  were  taken  and  a  shopkeeper  at  Sandiacre  was  fined  £5.  and 
ordered  to  pay  5/-  costs  for  selling  a  mouldy  sandwich  ;  a  Liverpool 
firm  was  fined  £10  in  respect  of  the  contaminated  condition  of  a  tin 
of  meat  sold  by  a  retailer  at  Littleover  ;  a  firm  was  prosecuted  for 
selling  mouldy  steak  pies  at  Breadsall  and  fined  £7/10s./0d. 

Several  formal  warnings  were  also  issued.  Many  of  the  com¬ 
plaints  are  referred  to  in  the  information  given  below  by  the  County 
Analyst.  There  was  one  complaint  at  Spondon  which  merits  special 
mention.  In  this  case  a  householder  complained  about  a  sewing  needle 
stated  to  have  been  found  in  a  bread  cob  sold  from  a  retail  shop.  The 
investigation  was  very  closely  pursued  and  the  assistance  of  the  police 
and  the  Forensic  Science  Laboratory  was  called  upon,  but  in  view  of 
the  evidence  and  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  legal  proceedings 
were  not  taken. 

The  following  information  is  supplied  by  courtesy  of  the  County 
Analyst  :  — 

“236  samples,  including  25  Milks,  wrere  taken  under  the  above 
Act  in  the  area  of  the  South  East  Derbyshire  R.D.C.  during  the  year 
1964. 

The  Milk  samples  wrere  all  satisfactory. 

Of  the  samples  other  than  Milk,  Lard  contained  antioxidant  which 
was  not  declared  on  the  label.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the 
manufacturers.  A  number  of  Canned  Soft  Drinks  contained  lead  in 
excess  of  the  limit  laid  down  for  Soft  Drinks  and  stocks  were  with¬ 
drawn  from  sale.  These  samples  w-ere  part  of  a  survey  of  canned 
Soft  Drinks  sold  throughout  the  County.  As  a  result  of  this  survey, 
manufacturers  were  approached  and  they  readily  agreed  to  change 
Com  cans  sealed  wdth  the  normal  lead  solder  to  cans  sealed  with  a 
pure  tin  solder.  In  addition  the  older  packs  w^ere  withdrawm  from 
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Following  consumer  complaints  a  number  of  samples  were  sub¬ 
mitted  by  your  Authority  during  the  year.  Three  complaints  were 
about  Bread — one  specimen  was  discoloured,  one  showed  signs  of 
mould,  and  one  contained  an  insect.  Of  the  three  complaints  on  milk, 
one  supply  was  alleged  to  be  of  low  quality,  a  slug  was  found  in  a 
milk  bottle  and  one  bottle  was  discoloured  on  the  inside.  A  Toffee 
contained  a  piece  of  wire,  Bacon  contained  foreign  matter,  Insects 
were  identified  in  Fancy  Cakes  and  a  needle  was  found  in  a  Cob.” 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

During  the  year  1,134  visits  w  ere  made  to  the  7  licensed  slaughter¬ 
houses  in  the  district,  all  of  which  comply  with  the  Slaughterhouses 
Regulations  1958,  which  came  into  full  operation  in  the  district  on 
January  1st,  1962. 

There  is  a  100%  meat  inspection  in  the  district — all  animtals 
slaughtered  for  food  are  examined  and  inspected  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963. 

The  regulations  also  permit  the  local  Authority  to  make  charges 
for  meat  inspection  not  exceeding  :  — 

2/6d.  per  horse  or  adult  bovine. 

9d.  per  calf  or  pig. 

6d.  per  sheep,  lamb  or  goat. 

This  local  authority  charges  the  maximum.  During  the  period 
5th  January,  1964  to  2nd  January,  1965,  the  income  from  this  service
